annually get only 36 per cent, of the 
fund.

Wilson's predecessor as president of 
Princeton University, and later, uatil 
his recent retirement, president of 
Princeton Theological Seminary. Dr. 
Patton was born in Warwick parish, 
Bermuda, seventy-one years ago to- 
day, and received his early education 
at Warwick Academy in his native 
island. Then came the time when he 
set out "to dare and do for himself," 
and with the admonition to "Be an 
onion!" ringing in his ears, sailed 
away for Canada, where he entered 
Knox College. Toronto, and later the 
,'niversity of Toronto. 
His ambition 


was toward the ministry, and from 
Toronto he went to Princeton, where 
he completed his education 
at 
the 


heological seminary. In 1S65 he was 
ordained to the Presbyterian ministry, 
and in the same year he married the 
daughter of a New York clergyman. 
\fter several 
years as 
pastor of 


churches in New York and Brooklyn, 
he was offered the chair of Cyrus H. 
McCormick professor at the Theologi- 
cal Seminary of the Northwest in Chi- 
cago, and remained there about ten 
years, also acting as pastor of a Chi- 
cago church. 


Dr. Patton's connection 
with the 


Princeton faculty began in 1SS1, when 
a chair in the theological 
seminary 


was especially endowed for him by 
Robert L. Stewart. He was professor 
of ethics and 
of the 
relations 
of 


philosophy and science to the Chris- 
tian religion. 
In 1888 he was made 


president of Princeton University, but 
in 1902 he was succeeded by Dr. Wood- 
row Wilson, and returned to the the- 
ological seminary, of 
which he be- 


came secretary. 
Incidentally, Presi- 


dent Wilson has soent several vaca- 
tions in Bermuda. Dr. Patton's birth- 
place, and is a devoted admirer of 
the charms of the little group of isl- 
ands. It fe understood that the Pres- 
ident desired to go to Bermuda this 
winter, but'decided not to do so on 
account of the fact that the "isles of 
the lily and the onion" are foreign 
soil. Dr. Patton's son joined the Ro- 
man Catholic church a year or two 
ago. 


Maurice Hewlett, the famous Eng- 


lish author, will be fifty-three today. 
Like so many other literary lights, 
he, too. has fallen victim to the pre- 
vailing "sexcitement," and his latest 
novel. "Helen Redeemed," has been 
somewhat shocking to Mrs. Grundy. 
Mr. Hewlett started- his career as a 
barrister, and for some years was in 
the land revenue service. 
He was 


well past thirty when he 
published 


his first volume, and his fame had 
not extended across the Atlantic until 
he wrote "Richard 
Yea-and 
Nay," 


some fourteen years ago. Since then 
he has won a host of admirers 
in 


America, as well as in England.

Wisdom from 


Washington 


By ARTHUR W. DUNN. 


Washington, Jan. 22. — [Special.] — 


Agricultural extension work is the pur- 
pose of the bill fathered by Senator 
Hoke Smith of Georgia and whi^j he 
explained to senators last week in a 
manner that received the closest at- 
tention. 
Teach the farmers how to 


farm so as to make their lauds pro- 
duce more is what Senator Smith was 
trying to impress upon the senate. 
Agriculture in the United States is 
neglected compared to what is done 
in every other country, particularly 
those thickly populated. 


It is expected that the agricultural 


extension bill will become a law be- 
fore this session adjourns. It contem- 
plates having an agricultural instruc- 
tor in every county iu the United 
States who is informed as to the soil 
and climatic conditions and who can 
tell the farmers what crops are best 
for their farms and give them infor- 
mation as to how to improve their 
yields. 


A Mistaken Policy. 


The suggestion was made during the 


'debate on the Alaska .railroad bill that 
it would have been better if fife gov- 
ernment .had built outright the rail- 
roads, to which such liberal subsidies 
in the way of land grants were given 
half a century ago. and to have given 
them to the men who really built 
them and made available the rich lands 
which were thus frittered away. Pos- 
sibly It would have been better if the 
policy of allowing railroads to be built 
to meet the demands of settlement 
and conducted upon a business basis 
had been followed. The west would 
not hare been developed so fast, but 
there would hare been no vast grants 
of land in the hands of big corpora- 
tions. Think of forty mile strips on 
each side of railroad lines in which ev- 
ery other section or one-half of the en- 
tire strip was given away to railroads! 


Parcel Post by Freight. 


Daring the discussion of the parcel 


post feature of the postoffice appro- 
priation bill Congressman Lewis of 
Maryland, who has given a great deal 
of attention to the subject, asked: 


"Do you know of any fundamental 


objections to utilizing fast freight 
service for the parcel post?" 


"I think it is entirely practicable," 


replied Chairman Moon. 


Cummint' Pre-emption. 


Senator Cummins of Iowa let it be 


known that he was more than a year 
ahead of President Wil?&n in the mat- 
ter of presidential primaries. Not long 
ago he called attention to a bill he in- 
troduced in the last congress, some 
eighteen months .since; also that he 
had introduced the bill in the early 
days of this congress and inquired if 
a report might n«>t be expected upou 
it. He developed the matter with suf- 
ficient clearness t'j make the record 
show that he w.-is a long time iu ad- 
vance of the president's message on 
the subject.
